Maynard  prevented  itself  from  rolling  up  the  score 
by  various  stretches  of  sloppy  playing.  A few  of  the 


boys  couldn’t  get  hold  of  the  ball  and  the  alert  Mil- 
ford crew  kept  stealing  it.  The  small  court  didn't 
help  either. 

The  Owls  proved  themselves  to  be  a well-balanced 
club  in  this  game  for  Murray  and  Gallagher,  who 
scored  11,  were  not  up  to  par  and  still  the  club  won.
